ALEXIEFF DESCRIBES 
. DAMAGE DONE SHIPS 

St. Petersburg, February |1.—The czar 
today received a telegram from Viceroy 
Alexieff describing the damage done to 
the Russian warships during the bom- 
bardment by the Japanese fleet at Port 
Arthur. It says: 

“The Czarevitch and Pallada were 
brought into the harbor Tuesday. The 
Retvisan is making temporary repairs to 
a hole. Repairs to the battleships are so 
complicated that it difficult to Say 
when the ships will be ready. The Pal- 
lada and Novik will be docked in turn, 
and I expect them to be ready in a fort- 
night. All the other vessels injured in 


the fight are now repairing and coaling 
in the harbor. I expect them to be ready 
in three days. 

“The wounded péficcie Lieutenant Col- 
onel Zaintchkovsky, of the artilery corps, 
and Ldeutenant Petrof are doing weii. 
Four of the wounded have died. A major- 
ity of the injured belonged to the cruiser 
Pallada and their injuries are .due to 
gases from the explosion of a meliniie 
tcrpedo, A careful search by cruisers 
and torpedo boats day and night has not 
revealed the presence of the enemy.’’ 
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UNITED STATES 
TO SAVE CHINA 


Powers Are Acceding to Plan 
of Secretary Hay 


Text of Hay’s Note and the Reply 
Will Shortly Be Published—Ja- 
pan Wishes the Integrity 
of Chinese Empire 
Guaranteed. 


Wasrington, February !!.—The move 
made by secretary Hay connec- 
tion with the proposed neutralization of 
China has aroused the greatest interest 
in diplomatic circles here, and in conse- 
quence, this being the regular weekly 
diplomatic day, many more than the 
usual number 
ers called at the state department. It ts 
that while, as a mater of 
the reports here of the powers 
signatory to the Pekin treaty were in- 
formed by Secretary Hay of the nature 
of his proposition, yet this was only for 
their information. 

The secretary is negotiating directly 
with the European foreign offices on ‘this 
subject, through the resident ambassa- 
dors anti ministers. It is stated that 
some, but not all, of the countries ad- 
dressed have replied and that their re- 
plies were generally favorable and satis- 
factory. But it is declared to be too 
early yet to publish the text of Secretary 
Hay’s note and any of these replies. - It 
is intimated, however, that this may be 
done as soon as the negotiations on this 
point have been concluded. 

As some doubt was expressed in cer- 
tain quarters as to whether Japan would 
consent to be bound In the fashion pro- 
posed, it can be stated that such infor- 
mation as the state department has on 
the subject is to the effect that Japan 
would welcome an international agree- 
mens néutralizing China. An intimation

The loss of life and the effect of the 
shellg on the Russians are unknown.

Japan’s Minister Sends Tele- 
gram to Silk Associa- 
tion, 
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New York, February 11!.—The thirty- 
Second annual dinner of the Silk Asso- 
ciation of Anterica was held at Del- 


monico’s tonight. It had been expected 
that the Japanese minister, Kggaro Taka- 
hira, would be present to respond to the 
toast “Dia Nippon,” but he was unable 
fo leave Washington and sent a long 
telegram instead. His speech was read 
by Consul General Uchida, of this port. 
Mr. Takahira’s address was in part a3 
follows: 

“In 1895 Japan gained a foothold in 
Manchuria by right of conquest. Rus- 
sla thereupon took the initiative, inter- 
vening on the ground that Japan’s oc- 
cupation of the Liao-Tung peninsula was 
& menace to the peace of, the east ana 
the integrity of China. Afterwards, first, 
through undertakings nominally peaceful 
and subservient to Chinese sovereignty, 
then on pretexts based on,interna] dis- 
orders in China, but at no time justified 
by actual conditions, Russia herself took 
armed possession of the whole of Man- 
churia. To the ‘ordinary intelligence it 
would appear that the peace of the east 
and t integrity of China were menaced 
quite much in one case as in the other. 

“But Japan had another and a stronger 
reason fer intervention. Russia, once 
the absolute mistress of Manchuria, held 
Korea at her mercy. When she could, 
with little effort, sweep away the feeble 
resistance of that kingdom it did not 
require extraordinary foresight to per- 
ceive that she would nd&t permit even un 
independent Korea to remain as a pos- 
sible embarrassment to her future con- 
trol as the north Asian Litoral. Herein 
lay the real mena@e to Japan, not alone 
to hee commercial and industrial inter- 
ests, but to ber national repose and se- 
curity.

Imperial Hescript is Issued 
Regarding The Situation 


Ruler of Japan Declares That He 
Has Been Forced Into War by 
the Aggressions of the 
Czar in the Far 
Fast. 


— — 


Tokio, February !!.—The following is 
the téxt of the .mpefial rescript declaring 
war against Russia, which was issued in 
Japan yesterday, the {Oth. 

We, by the grace of heaven, emperor 
of Japan, seated on the throne occupied 
by the same dynasty since time imme- 
morial, hereby make proclamation to all 
our loyal and brave subjects as foliows: 

‘We hereby declare war against Rus- 
sia, and we command our army and 
navy to carry on hostilities against her in 
obedience to their duty, with al! their 
strength, and we also command all our 
competent authorities to make every 
effort in pursuance of their duties to 
attain the national aim with all the 
means within the limits of the law of 
nations. 

“We have always deemed it essential 
in International relations, and have made 
it our constant aim, to promote the pa- 
cific progress of our empire in civilization, 
to strengthen our friendly ties witi other 
states, and to establish a state of things 
which would maintain enduring peace 
ifn the Far East and assure the future 
security of our dominion without injury 
to the rights or interests of other pow- 
ers. Our competent authorities have also 
performed their duties in’ obedience to 
our will so that our relations with alJ 
the powers had been steadily growing in 
cordiality. It was thus entirely against 
cur expectation that we have unhapp.lv 
come to open hostilities against Rus- 
sia. 

“The integrity of Korea is a matter 
of the gravest concern to this empire, 
not only because of our traditional re- 
lations with that country, but because 
the separate existence of Korea Is essen- 
tial to the safety of our realm. WNever- 
theless, Russia, in disregard to her sol- 
emn treaty pledges to China and her re- 
peated assurances to other powers, is 
still in occupation of Manchuria, has 
consolidated and strengthened her hold 
on those provinces, and its bent upon 
their final annexation. And, since the 
absorption of Manchuria by Russia 
would render it impossible to maintain 
the integrity of China, and would, in 
addition, compel the abandonment of all 
hepe of peace in the Far East, we were 
determined in those circumstances to set- 
tle the question by negotiations, and to 
securé permanent peace. With that ob- 
ject In view our competent authorities, 
by our order, made proposals to Russia, 
and frequent conferences were held dur- 
ing the last six months. Russia, how- 
ever, wmever met such proposals in a 
spirit of concillation, but by wanton de- 
lays, put off a settlement of the serious 
questions and by ostensibly advocating 
peace on one hand, while on the other 
extending her naval and military prepa- 
rations, sought to accomplish her own 
selfish designs. We cannot in the least 
admit that Russiq had from the first 
any serious or genuine desire for peace, 
She rejected the proposal of our zgovern- 
ment. The safety of Korea was in dan- 
ger, and the interests of our empire men- 
aced. 

“The guarantees for the future, whieh 
we failed to secure by peaceful negotia- 
tions, can now only be obtained by an 
appeal to arms. 

“It is our earnest wish that by the 
loyalty and valor of our faithful sub- 
jects, peace may soon be permanently 
restored, and the glory of our empire 
preserved.”

BILL FOR NEW DEPARTMENT 


South Carolina Legislature Passes a 
Bill Creating Department of 
Commerce and Immigration. 
Duties Will Be Wide 
and Diverse. 


Columbia, 8S. C., February |1!.—The leg- 
islature of South Carolina today passed 
a bill establishing a state department of 
commerce and immigration. 

The bill is elastic in character and en- 
ables the department. to look not alone to 
securing settlers of desirable character, 
but to inducing all kinds of investments 
in the state. 

The move is due to the peculiar condi- 
tions prevailing in the south resuiing 
from the cotton growing and manufac- 
turing situation, the demand for farm 
labor, the probability of the opening of 
the Panama canal and the development 
of the West Indian trade.

AMERICA NEUTRAL RUSSIANS DOS 


IN THE TROUBLE 


President Roosevelt Issues a 
Proclamation 


United States Will Hancs Off in the 
Russo-Japanese War—President 
Proclaims Provisions of 
the Neutrality Law of 
This Conntry. - 


washington, February’ 1!1.—President 
Roosevelt today issued a proclamation 
declaring the neutrality of this govern- 
ment in the Russo-Japanese war. The 
document, after setting forth the exist- 
énce of a state of war and that the 
laws of the United States, without in- 
terfering with the free expression of 
Opinion of any sympathy, or with the 
open manufacture or sale of arms ofr 
munitions of war, nevertheless impose 
upon al] persons who may be within their 
territory and jurisdiction the duty of an 
impartial neutrality during the existence 
of the contest, proclaims the provisions 
of the United States neutrality law, which 
law forbids the acceptance of a com- 
mission to serve either belligerent or 
enlisting or hiring or retaining ar@ther 
person in the service of either; fitting 
out and admitting or commission ves- 
sels of war: increasing the force or arm- 
ament of any armed vessel of either _of 
the belligerents arriving in United States 
ports; setting on foot anv military ex- 
pedition against either belligerent. 

“That free ships make free goods, that 
is to say, that the effects or goods be- 
longing to subjects or citizens of a pow- 
er or state at war are free from Ccap- 
ture and confiscation when found on 
board of neutral vessels, with the ex- 
ception of articles of contraband of war; 
that the property of neutrals on board 
an enemy’s vessel is not subject to con- 
fiscation, unless the same be contraband 
of war.”’ 

The proclamation declares that no per- 
son within the United States shall take 
part in the war, and warns all citizens 
“that while the free and full expression 
of sympathies in public and p-..vate is 
not testricted by the laws of the United 
States, military forces in aid of either 
belligerent cannot lawfully be originated 
or organized within their jurisdiction; 
and that while all persons may lawfully, 
and without a restriction by reason of 
the aforesaid state of war, manufacture 
and sell within the United States arms 
and munitions of war, and other articles 
ordinarily known as ‘contraband of war,’ 
yet they cannot carry such articles upon 
the high seas for the use or service of 
either belligerent, nor ean they trans- 
port soldiers and officers of either, or 
attempt to break any blockade which 
may be lawfully established and main- 
tained during the war, without incurring 
the risk of hostile capture, and the pen- 
alties announced by the law of nations in 
that behalf.”’

Stories of Victories Are Cur-

Rigid Censorship Is in Force in Or- 
der To Keep the Public in the 
Dark—No Intention by 
the United States Is 
Possible. 


St. Petersburg, February 1!!.—The rigid 
censorship still prevents the newspapers 
from receiving war news from 
either Russian of foreign sources.

price of fabrics of Japanese manu- 
facture up 10 per cent. The reason 
given for this sweeping early advance 
is that many of the silk mill opera- 
tives of Japan. have enlisted or been 
conscripted for service in Korea, and 
it is impossible to fijl their places. It 
is added that silk stocks in Yokohama 
and New York are decide@y light. 
Evidently the silk manufacturing 
industry in the United States, largely 
concentrated at Paterson, N. J., will 
profit immediately and immensely by 
reason of hostilities in’the Far Hast. 
And what is e of this particular 
industry must necessarily be true of 


other manufacturing industries which * 


find a competitor in Japan, particular- 
ly in the Asiastic markets. : 

Perhaps this means that American 
cotton mills are to have a trade 
boom to compensate them for any dis- 
advantages of abnormally high cot- 
ton, for the Japanese are extensively 
engaged in this branch of textile in- 
dustry and enter into brisk compett- 
tion with our mills in the Oriental 
markets. The war will do away for 
the time being with the Japanese ex- 
port trade, and Japan itself may af- 
ford an outlet for American made 
cotton goods. f 

Not only should our cottoh indus- 
try profit by the lessening of Japan's 
competition in the cotton textile mar- 
ket, but the detfhand for our cotton 
goods should be considerably enlarged 
as a result of the necessary substitu- 
tion of cotton for silk goods in eer- 
tain lines of manufacture. Of late 
years mercerized and other qualities 
of cotton fabrics have been gradually 
taking the place of silk goods for 
certain uses, and the enhanced price 
of silk is likely, ere long, to greatly 
stimulate the substitution to the cot- 
ton manufacturer’s advantage. 

“It’s an ill wind that blows nobody 
good.” Undoubtedly a prolonged war 
in the Far East will result in vastly 


_increased business for the neutral 


commercial nations, and the United 
States will feel their full share of the 
benefit. 

At the same time, war prices press 
heavily upon our own consuming pub- 
lic, and strong, high markets will in- 
evitably make most of us feel a 
direct, personal, pecuniary interest in 
this domestic phase of the situation. 

However, the nation is in a recep- 
tive condition for any amount of pros- 
perity; and the hope is universal that 
flush times may come to Americans 
as the result of the present war.

Obstacles to Peace. 

The Russians say that the great 
Obstacle to a peaceful solution of 
the controversy with Japan has been 
that Japan,’ since the war with China, 
has beén suffering with what we 
Americans would call the big head. 
There may be some truth in that 
diagnosis, but there are other and 
equally serious obstacles. 

One of these is the contempt for 
the Japanese which marks the atti- 
tude, not only of the individual Rus- 
sian, but of’his government. The 
Russian compares his own physical 
proportions with those of the Jap, 
compares Russian territory with that 
under the dominion of the mikado, 
notes thé vast preponderance of Rus- 
sia’s fighting force figured on the ba- 
sis of population, and @ismisses the 
Japanese with a sneer. China did 
the same thing, and, while nobody 
would, of course, put the Russian em- 
pire in China’s class, the rudé shock 
which the despised “pigmies’” gave 
to their fellow-Asiatics ought to show 
even the Russians that the race is 
not always to the big and strong, nor 
has it been since the days of Goliath. 

The little Jap may be filled to over- 
flowing with his own importance and 
it may be, as is claimed by Russian 
diplomats, that he is bent upon war 
to demonstrate his country’s right to 
be regarded a nation of the first 
class, but neither of these things, if 
true, would warrant the men at the 
head of Russia’s affairs underrating 
his fighting strength. As we see it, 
the czar’s unwise advisers at St. Pe- 
tersburg have thought -they -. could 
play with the Japs in diplomacy 
much as a cat would play with a 
mouse, and have gone so far as to 
make peace impossible, ‘however 
much the czar on the one hand and 
the mikado on the other may have 
desired peace. 

One result of the developments of 
the past few weeks has heen a 
steady making of sympathy for Jap- 
an in this country. The Novoe Vrem- 
ya, one of the most responsible news- 
papers published at the Russian capi- 
tal, professes to believe that the 
United States is the real foe of Rus- 
sia, hiding behind the Japanese. 
There is absolutely nothing in the at- 
titude of our goyernment to warrant 
any such charge or suspicion, nor 
will it find indorsement by that most 
astute of Russian diplomats, Count 
Cassini, but Count Cassini must see 


that such anti-Russian sentiment. as, 


may prevail throughout this couktry 
is in a very large measure due to 
sympathy with Japan over the du- 
plicity with which her ‘overtures for 
peace have been treated by the pow- 
ers behind the throne at St. Peters- 
burg who persist in considering her 
beneath -their notice. 

Without gharing in the confidence 
expressed by the Japanese, we can 
not help admiring the national pluck 
as itf is expressed by Baron Hayashi, 
who declares that Japan asks asgis- 
tance of no nation. “We desire to 
be left alone in our “duel with Rus- 
sia,’ the Japanese minister at Lon- 
don is quoted as having said. ‘We 
do not want support or assistance.

Why No Greater Progress? 
What is the matter with gur com- 
Why is 
it that our trade with the different 
eountries of the great continent south 
of us, a field which in aj logic ought 
to be controlled by American mer- 
chants, shows so little progress? 

From time to time different expla- 
nations of this very anomalous condi- 
It is said 
by some of our consuls that the fault 
is largely with our merchants an& 


9 at spe who have shown a dis- 


gard of local conditions in the South 
American republics, declining or neg- 
lecting to pack their goods properly 
or to cater to the’ needs of the local 
markets; but this can hardly be true, 
as the figures show far greater pro- 
portionate gains in other sections of 
the world where the local conditions 
are even less like those with which 
our exporters are familiar at home. It 
is also said, by way of explanation, 


that the Monroe doctrine, which is} 


construed by us to mean protection 
to those republics, and which has 
certainly operated in that direction, is 
regarded by South Americans as an 
assumption of superiority on our part 
which is resented so strongly as to 
cause the merehants to make their 
purchases in Europe, rather than ppt: 
ronize this country. That, too, seems 
hardly an adequate explanation, for 
sentiment is not the controlling incen- 
tive in trade. 

But whatever the cause, the fact re- 
mains that we are making small prog: 
ress in that direction. Figures of the 
department of commerce show that 
while our export trade as a whole 
showed a gain of 69 per cent in the 
decade from 1893 to 1903, the gain in 
South American trade has been but 
33 per cent. The percentage of growth 
to Africa was 434 per cent, to Asia 
and Oceania 235 per cent, to Canada 
131 per cent, to Mexico 163 per cent; 
while to Europe, where the greatest, 
portion of our exports go, the increase 
for the decade was 60 per cent. 

These figures certainly serve to 
show that American merchants have 
not made the progress toward the de- 
velopment of South American trade 
that would naturally be expected. Is 
it the fault of the merchants, or do 
considerations of South American pol- 
itics stand as a barrier to the desired | 
progress? 

The people of those countries are 
large users of cotton goods, for in- 
stance, and the American mills ought 
to supply their needs. Instead, the 
bulk of their supplies in this direction 
are purchased in Europe. We do not 
believe that this condition of affairs 
is due to incompetency on the part 
of our mill men or our exporters, or 
to any lack of desiré on their part to 
fully meet the needs of the market. 
There must be some other reason for 
this failure to progress in this direc- 
tion as we have in all others. If Secre- 
tary Cortelyou is able, by means of 
fhe machinery in his control, to find 
that reason, he will have done great 
things for American commerce. 


A Strong Hand Needed. 
It may be impossible for the United 
States to hold the government of San 
Domingo responsible for the Killing of 


‘the Amé@rican engineer, who was shot 


in San Domingo bay, if, as reported, 
the shooting was done by some of 
the revolutionists, San, Domingo is 
practically in a state of anarchy, and 
although for the conduct of necessary 
business the Morales government has 
been recognized as the de facto gov- 
ernment of the republic, there is no 
way in which that government ean 
be held responsible for the acts of in- 
surgents whom it is trying to put 
down. 

It is growing more and more evi- 
dent, however, that steps will have to 
be taken by somebody to restore order 
to a degree that will at least insure 
protection to the lives and property 
of the foreigners doing business there. 
It is to be hoped that the commander 
ef the Yankee will be able to appre- 
hend the murderer of Engineer John- 
son, and make short work of him, but 
his killing is merely an incident to a 
state of. affairs disgraceful and dan- 
gerous. While the Morales govern- 
ment seems to control the cities, it has 
no power in theinterior; and unless it 
can soon secure sufficient power to 
put down the insurrection, somebody 
must of necessity step in. 

There is a growing demand on the 
part of foreign creditors upon their 
governments for aid. It is understood 
that all such pressure brought upon 
the authorities has been received with 
contempt, which is in no sense dissi- 
pated when the suggestion is made 
that their governments will come to 
their rescue, The Dominican officiaéis 
meet’ this talk by pointed reference to 
Venezuela, arguing that the United 
States will stand in the way of any 
efforts on the part of European gov- 
ernments to force the payment of 
claims held by foreign creditors, 

There is a very lively possibility 
that the San Domingo politicians who 
arg counting upon American interfer- 
ence to save them from the conse- 
quences of their own sins of commis- 
sion or of omission may some day 
goon awake to find they have been 
counting without their host. It was 
made clear in the Venezuelan contro- 
versy that the United States is not 
ready to assume responsibility to Eu- 
ropean creditors for the payment by 
the little republics on this side of the 

orld of their just “obligations, and 

ntil this country is ready to take that

In this: particular case, however, @ 
very large proportion of the property 
menaced is that of American citizens, 
and these citizens are strongly urging 
upon the authorities at Washington 
the necessity of this government tak- 
ing a hand in the establishment of 
order in the turbulent republic. The 
indications are that unless conditions 
throughout San Domingo speedily 
improve, unless the de facto govern- 
ment is very soon able to demonstrate 
its ability to suppress the anarchy 
that is prevailing throughout the coun- 
try, the strong hand of the United 
States will have to take hold of that 
situation. The first thing President 
Morales should do, if he is able, is to 
capture and punish the murderer of 
the American enginéer. If he is unable 
to do this, somebody else may have to 
do it. 


Russia’s Transportation Problem. 

It is interesting to speculate on the 
possible result of signal land victories 
by the Japanese in Korea and Man- 
churia. Already, the Russian railroad 
has been “broken” by the blowing up 
of an important bridge in Manchu- 
ria, and in all likelihood the feat will 
be repeated in various places along 
the long railroad line connecting Rus- 
sia proper with the Far East. The 
Japs are adepis in this species of 
warfare, and tactics of the kind are 
absolutely necessary to keep. the 
mikado’s forces from being, in time, 
overwhelmed by sheer force of num- 
bers. : 

It is not improbable that Japan can 
throw a sufficient force upon the 
mainland of Asia to successfully cope 
with the large Russian army already 
in the field. The element of real dan- 
ger to the doughty little Japs is Rus- 
sia’s ability to send reinforcements 
across Siberia. Some great Japanese 
victories will have to be won on the 
banks of the Yalu and back of Port 
Arthur before the trans-Siberian rail- 
road can be destroyed far enough 
west to seriously hamper Russia in 
pouring her reserves across the Sibe- 
rian steppes. ! 

Japan has already established her 
supremacy on the sea. Her next 
great strategic step must be to cut 
the Siberian and Manchurian railroads 
far enough’ back to compel long over- 
land marches of the czar’s reinforce- 
ments. It may be that some decisive 
battles will have to be fought before 
this can be accomplished, for guerrilla 
methods of railroad breaking are nec- 
essarily but partial in their results 
and only temporarily embarrass an 
enemy. 

Let Japan get command of the sit- 
uation by a few important land vic- 
tories, and the problem of transpor- 
tation is going to be a vital one to 
Russia. Once intrenched in Manchu- 
ria, Korea and eastern Siberla, the 
Japanese will be in a position to cope 
with the Muscovite hordes sent over 
land by long marches, and it is by no 
means certain that the mastodontic 
strength of all: the Russias would 
be able to dislodge them b¥ attrition. 

The Manly Way. 

Whatever tendency there may have 
been, in view of the Bristow report 
and the subsequent court proceedings, 
to prejudice in advance the case of 
Senator Dietrich, of Nebraska, must 
have been dispelled in the minds of 


all fair-seeing men by the action of 
that senator in demanding at the 
hands of his fellow senators a full 
and complete investigation into the 
CNarges against him. 

In the#brief statement of his posi- 
tion which Senator Dietrich read, the 
charge is made that, he is the victim 
of persecution at the hands of polit- 
ical enemies who were in the position 
to control the preliminary proceedings 
in the courts. He charges that the 
official of officials responsible for 
the indictments against him know that 
a demurrer must be sustained by the 
court, but they used their official posi- 
tion to prejudice him in the eyes of 
thé public. 

This may be true, and it may not. 
The investigation now in progress 
will show. In the meantime, those 
who may have been prejudiced against 
the senator because of the character 
of the charges, will suspend judg- 
ment. . 

Senator Dietrich should be given 
full credit for taking the manly 
course. He has not been willing to 
rest upon the action of the court, 
which dismissed his caseion a tech- 
nicality, but insists upon the fullest 
investigation. It is to be regretted 
that some others who gre named in 
the Bristow report have not shown 
the same commendable desire to have 
the light thrown upon the transac- 
tions in which they were said to have 
been involvéd. But perhaps their 
censciences are not as clear as that 
of the Nebraska senator seems to be.

In the line of your splendid 
editorja] these organigations should be 
recognized as public blessings wherever 
found. for when properly ajpreciated 
they will be judged as conducted in the 
common interest of the people and the 
companies. 

It should be generally recognized that 
these organizations and associations of 
the companies are for the very purpose 
you insist upon in the interest of the 
people. They are organized and con- 
ducted primarily for the purpose of re- 
ducing rates, based upon the improve- 
ment Of the physica] hazard under the 
gratuitous assistance extended by the 
cOmpanies through expénsive machinery 
conducted at the cost of the companies.

Editor Constitution: I was much in- 
terested in a recent letter in The Con- 
stitution and your editorial comment 
thereon. 

‘We have had far too much of the negro 
question in this country, but the reason 
for this is that many of the speakers 
and writers who have endeavored to en- 
lighten the public have known little or 
nothing of the facts. I believe that an 
intelligent negro who is one Of our own 
citizens and who writes in the dispas- 
sionate tome of your correspondent is 
qualified to handle at least the phase of 
this question now under consideration, 
from his gtandpoint, and that your edb 
torial staff are fully qualified to hand 
it from any standpoint. I fully agree 
with you that the questions raised by 
your correspondent ré@élate to labor, rather 
than to race. But it happens that the 
majority of our agricultural] laborers be- 
long to the negro race. Theretore it ad- 
dresses itseilf te them, incorrectly per- 
haps, as a race question. [ fully agree 
with you that the condition of the farm 
laborer in Georgia is superior to that 
of the peasant in many foreign lands. If, 
however, there are conditions here that 
ought to be bettered, should not we give 
the matter fuller consideration than to 
dismiss it with a reference to European 
conditions? 

This letter is merely suggestive. I do 
not Know the facts, but I have heard 
the same sort of argument from disin- 
terested white men that your negro Cor- 
respondent presents. I am taking neither 
side of the question, but I will relate an 
incident that occurred several yéars ago. 
A very ragged, ashy-hued negro pre- 
sentéd himself at my office, told me that 
he lived in the lower part of this county 
"and asked me to prepare for him a paper 
créating a mortgage on his crop, then 
growing, and his farming utensils. He 


ywas the kind of negro that addressed a 


white man as “boss.” On talking with 
him I found that he had already given 
a lien to the merchant who was “run- 
hing’’ him. I explained to him that he 
could only give a second mortgage, so 
far as his créOp Was concérned; that he 
could thereby obtain money only at an 


; enormous rate of interest and that the 


probability was that, he would be unable 
to meet the debt when it became due, 1 
suggested that his landlord might as- 
sist him. He replied that his landlord 
had taken the homestead and that his 
credit was little better than his own, 
He still insisted, stating among other 
things that he was a preacher and that 
he needed better clothes in Wnich to ap- 
pear in the pulpit. He gave the name 
of a2 well known Atlanta man, then en- 
gaged in the money »pnding business, and 
said he could get the money from him. 
1 stated to him that I was then too busy 
to prepare the papers for him and told 
him to wait. Whoén my dinner hour ar- 
gived I directed him to my place of 
residence, gave Tiim as Much as he could 


the worst of shapes, presented him with 
eat, and as his nether garments were in 
a cast off pair of my own péntaioons. 
After he had eaten we resumed the sud- 
ject of preparing the pers and I tad 
no difficulty then in of wate Be him that 
it was advisable for him to atraggle on 
as best he could until Als crop shoulda 
eomevin. It was surprismg how brave he 
became on a full stomach. @Meeting 
him a few months afterwards I asked 
him if We had gotten ¢hrough without 
borrowing money... He .repited, “Yes, 
boss, but I made that crop moaetly on 
watermillions, I had nothing else tu 
eut.”’ 

I do not prilosophise.. Tt may be that 
this darkey was lasy and tmprovident. 
It may be that he did the best his op- 
portunities allowed. I saw him enly on 
the two occasions named,

Cotton and Cattle Growing. 

Editor Constitution: The recént cal) of 
Florida and south Georgia cattlemen for 
a cattle growers’ convention at Jackson- 
Ville, Fla., merits fully the good words 
you have to say for it in your edi®orial 
columns. But I believe it will Dear ae 
more extended notice. Especially at this 
hqur, when the country ts going crazy on 
cotton planting, not but what that is a 
good thing if supplemeyted by the nec- 
essary “‘nerve forces,”’ raised in‘shape of 
cattle, hogs and hominy to make the cot- 
ton. As as you don’t you simpliv 
raise cotton to pay a big price to the 
western man for his hog and hominy. 
By such a process you simply wear ous 
the land and man to no good, but simply 
exist on vegetables from one yeur (to an- 
other. 

The state of Georgta pays tribute ta 
the northwest over $3,000,000 per year 
for the products that should be raised 
at home, in shape of grains, hay, meat 
products, butter and eggs. Of course, tha 
argument would be no good if it were 
true that we could raise cotton, sell !t 
and make more than we could in raising 
our food products. But we cannot, The 
present exception only proves the rule. 
A smell pasture of bermuda grass will 
keep the farmer's milk cows and grow 
each year two or three steers, one for 
himself and one to sell along with his 
March crop of pigs, and buys all. his 
extra groceries and necessaries. ‘lwo 
acres Of alfalfa will carry his cows and 
workifig stock thyough the winter, sup- 
plemented by a few cow peas planted tn 
his corn. 

Professor Henry Dean, of the Wiscon- 
sin School of Agriculture, told me last 
Summer whilst here that I had growing 
and at less expense more than double the 
kinds of forage plants than he had ever 
seen growing on & farm before. Now, 
we do not have to ship our stock to 
New York and havera grass that will 
feed gdouble the grass per acre of the 
north. CoUpled with this great fact, ana 
to which I have never Seen the proper 
importance given, viz: It is a great phys- 
ical fact that nature in her great beneri- 
cence provides that southern plants grow 
more to protein, 1. e., nitrogenous foods, 
whilst grains and plants in the north, te 
Offset the cold, grow more itn earbohv- 
dates and fats. Note the difference in 
the food plants south and the food of 
the Canadian and Esquimaux. 

The first of these great @ivisiong sup. 
Plies the red meat. Nwe the legumes 
casSava and cotton seed meal. This ts 
many times more valuable than just fat, 
Now I contend the simply feliowing out 
of nature's laws, not only feeds us, but 
will recarpet our barren red hills that 
are now in so many cages a disgrace ta 
our civilization, and, the very sight by a 
stranger passing through our state weang 
him from any desire to stop with ug anda 
make his abiding place with us. So 1 
Say, more strength to the editors 
throughout the state in pushing such 
conventions, i.

But there 
is one thing which The Press believes 
should be done-as soon ag possible, not 
only in all theaters everywhere, but :n 
all hotels, office buildings and large 
Dusiness houses. The “sprinkler” sys- 
tem should be adopted. 

In many business houses ¢he phrase 
needs no explanation. There the “sprin- 
kler’’ system has been tried and not 
found wanting. The main trouble with 
the Chicago theater, after all has been 
said and done, was with the human 
end of the equation. A great deal has 
been said about the Yailure of the asbestos 
curtain to drop. Anda great deal more

}has been said, moch of it wisely enough, 


about the need of more appliances. But 
the loss of life would have been com- 
paratively small if gnly the theater em- 
ployees had made proper use of the ap- 
Pliances that actually were available. 

Here is the chief beauty and recom- 
mendation of the “sprinkler” systerm. 
It does not depend upon human manage- 
ment in a critical emergency—the very 
time when human resources are most 
Lablg to fail. It is automatk. ‘It ig 
essentially a system of pipes, the valves 
of which are opened by the heat of ths 
fire and which thereupon proceed with- 
out human intervention 6f any sort to- 
deluge the room in which they are locat- 
ed with water. Had there been @ con- 
trivance of this sort in the Iroquols 
theater, the fire would never have got 
farther than the,stag®, and could not 
hae done much damage even thera It 
fs the very kind of a system that is 
called for at times of excitement, whev 
men are prone to do the things they 
ought not to do and to leave undone the 
things they ought to do, As before 
remarked, this automatic “sprinkler’’ 
svstem should be installed in every thea- 
ter. where it is exceptionally filited x 
meet safety requirements. Its installa- 
tion should not end with the theater, 
however; but in hotels it is an indisnou- 
sable precaution and the system should 
be in every large business establish- 
ment.

JEWS WILL MEET. 
TO RAISE FUNDS 


Battle Ship Will Probably ‘Be 
- Purchased for Japan's Navy, 


| Atlanta Hebrews Will Gather Sunday 
to Raise Money to Assist in 
Avenging Their Country- 
men in Domain of 
the Czar. 


“The blood of innocents would pay for 
our action, should we proceed with the 
plan now,”’ said Dr. Wildauer yesterday, 
in speaking of the suggestion that the 
American Jews purchase a warship for 
Japan. It is altogether probable that a 
battle ship will be bought by American 
Jews and presented to Japan for use 
against the Russians, as a small testi- 
monial to their disapproval of the perse- 
cution of their race which has been go- 
ing on for centuries in the empire of the 
czar. 

A maas meeting will be held in At- 
lanta Sunday next for the purpose of 
obtaining the views of the leaders of the 
local colony of Hebrews on the question, 
and at that time it is thought that 4 
resoluion will be adopted to the effect 


that it is the sense of those who belong 
to that people that action should he 


, taken to express their hatred of the na- 


tion which has for such a long time ap- 
plied the sword-and the knout to mem- 
bers of the tribes of Israel domiciled in 
the lands held by Russia, and that the 
most effective manner of expressing this 
hatred will pe in the presentation of a 
first-class battle ship to the mikado for 
use against the ships of the czar. 

Already, according to the published ac- 
counts, the Japanese have practically 
swept the seas of the naval forces of 
Russia. but more ships will be needed to 
properly blockade the ports of Asia 
which Russia dominates, and American 
Hebrews propose to see that at least 
one more is added to the fleet of the 
plucky little nation that has grappled 
with the northern bear, That the money 
for the purchase con -be_ raised is a 
foregone conclusion. Many of the lead- 
ing financiers of the United States are 
Hebrews, and they will contribute in a 
liberal manner to the cause which all of 
them hold close to their hearts—the 
punishment of Russia 

A first-class battle ship costs between 
three and four million dollars. It would 
require too much time to build one, so It 
is proposed to buy one from some nation 
which needs money more than ships. 
Theré are said to be several willing to 
sel] new and splendidly equipped ves- 
sels, and one of these will be added to 
the fleet of Japan if the plans now on 
foot materialize. 

At the meeting Sunday all Hebrews in 
Atlanta will be invited to contribute 
something to the cause of retribution, and 
it would be no surprise to those who 
know the feelings of this people toward 
Russia to see them raise a large sum. 
Similar meetings will be held all over 
the United States, and when put togeth- 
er there will be a sum in the hands of 
the central committee, which is to be ap- 
pointed, suffictent to buy and thoroughly 
man and equip a modern war vessel. 

The local erid of the movement was 
started by Joe Jacobs and Harry Sil- 
verman. Dr. Wildauer and other, influ- 
ential members of the Jewish people 
have taken hold, and all are now inter- 
ested. Where the meeting will be held 
is not yet known, but it will be in a 
central location, where all can conveni- 
ently attend, and tlfre will be a lirge 
number present when it is called to 
order.

GOREE. NAMED 
FOR CONGRESS: 


Blodgett and Rucker Chosen 
Delegates for Republican 
Convention. 


C. P Goree was unanimously nominat- 
e@ for congress at the Fulton ‘county 
republican convention held yesterday and 
Postmaster E. F. Blodgett and Collector 
H. A. Rucker elected delegates to the 
national republican convention to be held 


in Chicago June 6. 

The interesting feature of the conven- 
tion was the speech of Jim Butler. a col- 
ored delegate from DeKalb county, who 
spoke with much feeling regarding the 
subject of rural representation at the 
national conventiong He was enthusiastic ‘ 
regarding the rights of W. A. Gray, of 
Campbell, to serve ds a delegate at large, 
but declared that. Gray was compelled 
to step down and out becduse President 
Roosevelt perferred Harry Stilwell Ed- 
wards-to act in that capacity. He insist- 
ed that they had been trying to secure 
rural representation in the convention 
for sixteen yearg and had never yet se- 
cured it. 

When Chairman Gray tried to quiet 
the speaker, the colored delegate from 
DeKalb refused to be suppressed and in- 
sisted’ on having his say. This was to 
the effect that after sixteen years of 
trying they had at last succeeded in get- 
ting a rural candidate who would have 
been elected except for the interference 
of President Roosevelt. 

Chairman Gray admitted that this was 
true and that he had sufficient votes to 
elect him, but as the president wanted 
Mr. Edwards, that put an end to it. Fur- 
ther than this, as Collector Rucker 
seemed to be the choice of the party as 
district delegate, he was very glad to 
sacrifice himself in his favor. Chairman 
Gray holds a position under Collector 
Rucker. 

The present slate for delegates at large 
which is to come before the state repub-: 
lican convention on March 23, includes 
Harry Stilwell Edwards, of Macon; Jud- 
son W. Lyons, W. H. Johnson and H. L. 
Johnson, 

The alternatesrthdésen for the district 
délegates were W. E. Hyatt, of Douglass 
county, and T. M. Austin, of Clayton. H. 
D. Bush, of Newton county, was elected 
chairman of the district executive com 
mittee, and A. M. Hill, of Monroe, sec- 
retary. 

In the nomination of Mr. Goree for 
congress, {tt was argued that the republi- 
cans should make it sufficiently enter- 
taining for the democrats to keep Col- 
onel Lon Livingston busy at.home in- 
Stead of going to other states and mak- 
ing speeches. Mr. Goree intimated very 
strongly to the convention that he 
would accept the nomination, but said 
that a pressure of private and business 
affairs necessitated his having a few 
days to consider the matter before giv- 
ing his formal acceptance.

After Search Lasting for Weeks Chi- 
, ago Man Finds Body of Wife

Robbed. 


Chicago, February !1!.—The long search 
of Frank R. Greenwald for the body of 
his wife, who lost her life in the Iroquois 
theater fire has been rewarded. He has 
found the body buried at Elmwood as 
Rhat of another woman. 

Mr. Greenwald identified the body by 
the membrane connecting the first and 
pecond toes of the feet, and by two rings 
Ihat were still on the hand. The body 
was burned beyond recognition of the 
features. 

LéAnked with the pathos of the long 
pearch is a story, if the theory $f the 
police an@ the husband is true, of a 
feliberate attempt to get possession of 
RB body in order to obtain the money 
ound on it. 

Mrs. Greenwald’s body was taken to 
pri undertaking establishment, where it 
was numbered 34.. The number was & 
duplicate, and on the other body num- 
bered 34 was $500. A man who said he 
tame from Montreal, Canada, cla‘med 
the body No. 34, stating that $500 would 
be found on it. He secured a permit to 
take away this body. He claimed it as 


the body of his aunt, a woman 50 years 
of age. When he brought the permit 
to remove the body he found that it had 
been identified as that of Mrs. Helen 
Miller, 63 years old. 

When he found he could not get the 
body of Mrs. Miller, he took the other 
pne as his permit called for No. 34. This 
was the body of Mra. Greenwald. He 
walled an undertaker to care for the body 
and bury ft. He explained hs circum- 
stances, and on promise that wealthy 
relatives would come to Chicago, he ob- 
tained not only credit for the expense 
of the interment, but also the loan of a 
gonsiderable sum from the undertaker. 

After both the bodies had been buried 
the Montreal] man continued to trouble 
the Miller family, seeking the effects that 
were on the body which they had iden- 
tified. Although Mrs. Greenwald wore 
pevéfal articles of jewelry the presence of 
two rings lead the police to believe that 
the remaining pieces were taken by some 
one else, and not by the man who iden- 
tified the body. No money was found on 
the body. 

The police have a good description of 
fhe Montreal man, and his arrest Is ex- 
pected soon. 

Greenwald’s son also had been wrongly 
fdentified. He had been placed in a 
waulf as “Vernon Cordin.”’ This mis- 
take was discovered by Mr. Greenwald 
ten days after the fire.

Liquor Men Will Not Let 
Saloons Want for 
Anything! ~ 


Jackson, Miss., February 1|1.—(Special.) 
A special train bearing the members of 
the Mississippi legislature will leave 
Jackson Saturday morning at 9 o’clock 
over the Alabama and Vicksburg road 
for Vicksburg where the members wil! 
spend the day by invitation of the Vicks- 
burg board of trade inspecting the na- 
tional military park now in course of 
construction, 

The superintendent of the Alabama 
and Vicksburg road has made arrange- 
ments for the train to reach Vicksburg 
shortly after 10 o’clock and the day will 
doubtiess be one of much jubilation, as 
Vicksburg ig one of the few ‘wet’ 
towns in the state, and therefore has 
good cause to rejoice over the defeat of 
the constitutional prohibition amend- 
ment. There is not any likelihood of any 
lawmaker being allowed to go thirsty 


during his visit in the historic HM City. . 


The principal object of the legislative 
visit is to inspect the park with the 
view of reaching conclusions on the 
$75,000 apporpriation asked for the pur- 
pose of erecting monuments to Mississip- 
pi troops on the Vicksburg battlefield. 
This apporpiration bill is pending in the 
senate, 

It is expected that a wemorial will be 
offered in the legislature next week ask- 
ing the secretary of war to forward a 
recommendation to congress for an emer- 
gency eppropriation to continue work 
On the military park. , 

Will Consider Primary Law. 


The senate committee on registrations 
and elections will mect Friday night tor 
the purpose of considering the Sample 
bill passed by the house amending the 
Noel primary election law. Notice has 
been given the author that he is expected 
to appear before the committee, 

It is believed that the senate will make 
practically no changes in the amend- 
ments ag passed by the house, and the 
bill will probably be ready for the gov- 
ernor’s signature within the next ten 
days.

business, No reasonrhle person will can- 
tend that the ratiroads are just as anx- 
ious to deliver freight shipments at the 
earliest possible moment, for our cara 
mean much to us, especially fn this dav 
when We are greatly hampered by the 
ear shortage and no shipment its going 
to remain any longer on the road than 
{s absolutely necessary.”

Fire insurance will be materially help- 
ed by the Baltimore conflagration, is the 
opinien of local insurance men, They ex- 
plain this apparently paradoxical state- 
ment by saying that a number of cheap 
and irresponsible companies wil] be put 
out of business by the losses sustained in 
the great fire, and fhat the 
public will learn to deal only with well- 
established concerns that are known to 
have ample capital behind them. It is 
said that there are many companies that 
have beautifully lithographed contracts 
which are excellent so long as there is 
no fire, but when the time to settle comes 
there is no money in the vaults and none 
to be had from the banks. These will be 
knocked out by being exposed, and suc- 
cessors to them will find it difficult te 
induce people to buy policies in unknown 
companies, according to the belief of 
well posted local agents, 

Good companies will pay their iosses, 
If the money is not on hand they will 
call on their stockholders to put up the 
amount necessary and it will be done. 

A loss of $200,000,000 would have put 
the fire insurance companies out of bus- 
iness, it is said. They could not have 
paid it. The first estimates were exag- 
gerated, however, and the actual losseg 
can and will be settled promptly.

MACHEN'S WIFE 
WEEPS. INCOURT 


Embraces: and Kisses Husband 
As He Leaves Stand 


With His Arm About the Grief- 
Stricken Woman, Machen Es- 
corted Her Out of Court. 
Machen Talks of That 
$25,000 Note. 


Washington, February !!.—August W. 
Machen was under cross-examination at 
the morning session of the postal trial. 
There was considerable wrangling and a 
continuous fire of questioning and when 
recess was announced M@chen’s wife, for 
the first time, gave way to her feelings. 
She followed her husband's testimony 


carefully and when he left fie stand, she, 
with tears streaming down her cheeks, 
embraced and kissed him. With his arm 
around her, Machen escorted his wife 
from the room, 


Counel in Wrangle. 

At the opening session Mr. Conrad, for 
the government, offered in evidence let- 
ters‘from the Boston and Cleveland post- 
masters objecting to the Groff fastener. 
Asked as to whether he had or not in- 
troduced the tetters for the purpose of 
atacking the utility of the fastener, but 
as showing undue activity by Machen 
by forcing the device on cities where they 
were not wanted, a wrangle followed in 
which counse! for the defense desired it 
understood that the Groff fastener had 
been admitted by government witnesses 
to be a good thing.

That $25,000 Note. 

Asked if He covld name a single hu- 
man being besides himSelf who ever saw 
the $25,000 nvte from the time it was 
given until it was paid, Machen said his 
two brothers and his wife had seen it. 

"It was not offered to any bank," Ne 
said, “‘because my understanding with 
Lorenz wag that it was not to be dis- 
counted.” Thé defendant was called upon 
to identify his initials and signatures to 
certain aprovals of requisitiong for fuast- 
eners. He was shown séveral duplicate 
bills for fasteners bearing the same date, 
but said he was certain they were not 
paid for twice. He could not. account for 
it except that the bills were rendered in 
duplicate, as frequently happens. 

He was asked if at the time of making 
his statement on May 27. following to 
Fourth Assistant General Bristow 
the postoffice inspectors any promise of 
reward or threats were made. He re- 
plied no and entered into a long explana: 
tion of the circumStances surrounding 
the making of the Statement, among 
which he said wa the knowledge that 
he was in the presence of his declared 
tnemy, Bristow. He said he answered 
questions fully about his official acts, 
but refused to enter gt any length into 
his private affairs. 

Machen’s Statement Read. 

Following the recess, Mr. Conrad read 
at length Machen’s statement made at 
the time referred to, the defendant say- 
ing that some of the replies were cor- 
rectly reported and others not. When the 
questions were put to him at the time the 
investigation was being ‘conducted in 
Bristow’s office,

HENRY ROBINSON TELLS 
EXPERIENCES IN FAR EAST

United States railway mail service, 
who returned only a short time ago

from the Far East, talked most inter- 
estingly with a representative of The 
Constitution regarding the present scene 
of activities between the Russian and Jap- 
anese ‘forces. Mr. Robinson was Sta- 
tioned in the Philippines at the time of 
the Boxer uprieing in China. At that 
time he was immediately sent by the gov- 
ernment to look after the mails for the 
American troops which, with the allied 
forces, made the famous march on Tien- 
tsin and Pekin. In this capacity he was 
stationed for several months at Taku and 
the surrounding coufttry, for all of which 
reasons, what he has to say is both per- 
tinent and important as one who has 
been a/frequenter of the present interna- 
tiona] theater from a front seat in the 
parquet as it were. 

“The news that has been coming in 
from the Far East has certainly been 
most gfatifying,” began Mr. Robinson, 
“and so far the result&S have certainly 
pleased me tmmensely. And all Ameri- 
cans seem to feel the same way abut it. 
One thing I am sure, the soldiers who 
were over there will be more than pleas- 
ed for they have the best of reasons 
for feeling very friendly with the little 
men of Japan. For a long time they 
used to forward the American mails to 
us without remuneration. Of cOurse we 
wanted to reciprocate but we did not 
have the opportunity until much later, 
and during all of the time they served 
us go efficiently they refused to accept 
any ‘remuneration. And that was only 4 
single instance. They were always show- 
ering favors on us and treating us with 


the greatest respect. They seemed to 
admire the Americans both for being 
Americans and for the things they ac- 
complished and the way they accom- 
plished them. 

“During that memorable march of the 
allied troops the Americans, English and 
Japanese were on the most friendly terms, 
while the Russians, the French and the 
Germans hung together. Evety oné re- 
members how those nations use to abuse 
the jittle brown, men. The Russians 
called them cOwards and said that they 
didn’t know how to fight if they wanted 
to and would run away when the firing 
began. The Germans used to cal] them 
monkeys because they were so small and 
eo imitative. They certainly are Of an 
inquisitive turn of mind, @re the Japan- 
ext, and I used to see them everywhere 


taking out their note books and writing | 


in them of what they saw. They may be 
imitative, but they have a way of imi- 
tating the best of all that they see and 
what they have accomplished is simply 
wonderful. Even on the trains I have 
seen officers and engineers make little 
sketches of bridges or some little para- 
phernalia for future reference. It was 
the same way with the soldiers who were 
always watching our men very carefully 
in what they did. 

“There can be no doubt but that the 
sympathies of the British are with the 
Japanese and just what this may mean 
cannot be stated at this time. But the 
English relations v@th the Russians at 
one time during that march Were Very 
restrained indeed and the least thing ap- 
proaching a break on either side would 
have perpetrated a conflict. At Jeast 
this was what every one thought. 

“I saw by The Constitution this morn- 
ing that it was reported that the forts 
being vacated by the Russians at Shan- 
HairKwang were being occupied by 
French troops and that the British offi- 
cer in charge immediately filled a protest. 
I remember these forts very well indeed. 


There were five of them &nd they were 


right along the great Chinese wall. In 
fact, the wall was used as part of the 
fortifications. That wall was broken ‘at 
this point for the first time in history 
to permit of f®e running of a railroad 
to Tientsin and Pekin. That wall is 
simply tremendous and the amount of 
labor required in. the bipiding is simply 
bewildering.’ It varies in height frem 30 
to 60 feet and looks like some great 
creeping monster as it winds its way up 
from the coast and over the mountains. 
The country along the coast at this point 
is lo wand dotted with Chinese villages 
As the houses of these villages are one- 
story affairs made of mud and &traw, 
they hardly present a picturesque appear- 
ance. In some of the larger towne, of 
course, it is different where they have 
ware houses or ‘go-downs,’ as they c&ll 
them, which are used by foreigners "who 
are merchants. 

“I saw a number of the battle ships 


that took part in the fighting, but, of 
course, only in a casual way, and asx my 
work did not call Me on beard I cannot 
Say anything as to the discipline of the 
crews or the condition of the ehips. 1 
only know that I am like every .one 1 
know, very happy over the turn of af- 
fairs, but I am hardly as sanguine when 
it comes to the meeting of the jand forces. 
You see the Russians have been playing 
for time and no one knows how many 
troops they have succeeded in placing at 
a point of vantage. But there is one 
thing, if Japan goes on sinking the ships 
of the enemy, Russia will have no way 
of crossing over to invadé the tsland. 
Another thing, I feel sure that the work 
of the Japanese is sure to make a gre%t 
impression on the other powers. Person- 
ally, I hardly look for China giving her 
Support to the Japanese. They are too 
much afraid of the Russians. Whether 
Or not the other powers wil! interfere is 
a matter that only the future can decide. 
In the meantime, we are al! sure to find 
the reports in the newspapers very in- 


teresting as marking an importa

Stevens, of New York is After 
His Dividends 


ie Has Instituted Suit in Order To 
Force the Combine To Show 
Why It Discontinued Div- 
idends on Its Common 
Stock. 


Trenton, N. J., February t!.—Alfred F 
Stevens, of New York, today instituted 
suit in the court of chancery against the 
lnited States Steel corporation to have 
that corporation show cause why it first 
isue@ and subgequently discontinued 
paying dividends on its common stock. 

Mr. Stevens, in his petition claims that 
the steel company since its incorporation 
has had net earnings over and above 
its fixed charges of about $65,000,000. 
Of this amount $18,000,000 was earned 
in 1901, $14,000,000 in 1902, and $11,000,- 
000 in 1903. He claimed under its char- 
ter the corporation is obliged to pay 
quarterly dividends at 1% per cent per 
annum. In October, 1903, a dividend of 
only one-half of |! per cent, or at the 
rate of 2 per cént per annum, was de- 
clared and that in January, 1904, no div- 
idend at all was declared on the common 
stock. He attacks the validity of the 
recent by-laws of the corporation whica 
authorizes the directors to set aside from 
the earnings of the company from .time 
to time such amounts as they may de- 
termine. 

Mr. Stevens contends that the by-laws 
is in violation of his rights as a stock- 
holder; that he owned his stock before 
this by-law was adopted and that he 
never consented to its adoption. He al- 
leges that even under this by-law no 
money was set aside for working capital 
unti] February, 1904, whence it was prior 
to this that the dividend of October, 
1903, was reduced and the one of Jan- 
uary, 1904, was passed.

Baltimore, February !!.—Today marked 
the most cheerful advance Baltimore has 
yet made in emerging from the dark 
cloud cast upon it by the great conflag- 
ration of last Sunday and Monday. An 
incident that inspired the whole com- 
munity with tremendous confidence was 
the resumption of business by the banks, 
deposits being received and checks hon- 
ored in the usual way. It would be dif- 
ficult to estimate the volume of trans- 
actions in this respect, but according to 
the ieading bankers it was gratifyingly 
large in view of existing conditions. 

The knowledge that Baltimore's termi- 
nal facilities are intact and that the 
grain elevators were not involved in the 
fiery tornado also served to promote a 
popular conviction that the situation is 
not so dark as it has heretofore appeared. 
Indeed the optimistic feeling is manifest- 
ly growing that the calamity, though har- 
rowing in every detail, will give the city 
an opportunity to readjust itself on new 
ead wore modern plans and that a new 


the ruins of the old. 

The progress which has been made to- 
day in the work of clearing the debris 
from the streets in the burned district 
seems almost magical. Baltimore street, 
which at sunrise was a confused mass of 
rubbish, is practically clean, and like- 
wise South street, one of the great bank- 
ing thoroughfares. Hanover street, near 
where the fire started, was made passable 
for wagons, and Pratt street, a long 
avenue of trade, is clear of encumbrances 
all the way through. The city engineer's 
department, the building inspector and 
the street cleaning department all worked 
in conjunction. No attempt was made 
to do more than to clear the streets from 
curb to curb, the debris being piled high 
on the sidewalks and back of the build- 
ing line. 

Many dangerous walls which overhang 
the streets were pulled down, The most 
ambitious attempts at razing walls were 
on Liberty and Lombard strea@je¢. At each 
of these places there are hoisting engines 
with wire cables, which are fastened to 
a section of the toppling walls and then 
wound up on the spools. The Hurst build- 
ing, in which the fire stamwved, was pulled 
down, 

All through «$e financial district prepa- 
rations are being made to open safes and

taken out uninjured. The vault of the 
Marine bank was opened this afternoon 
and found intact.

Deliveries on March contracts have 
been something of a aen-beae in tne minds 
of brokers of late.

| SPORTING GOSSIP. 


Tech is slowly but surely passing from 
that stage of insignificance in southern 
athletics which has characterized her 
work on the diamond and the. gridiron 
for many years in the past, and, under 
the carefyl guidance of Heisman, is 
about to merge from its obscurity and 
startle this section of the country by 
brilliant and successful work. 3 

This will not be accomplished in a 
single year, for such a change is the re- 
sult of years of steady building. Tech 
students need not expect to win every 
game played this year, for her managers 
have set for her too hard a task. The 
road before her athletes during the com- 
ing year is a hard_one, filled with many 
stones, and defaced here and there with 
the ruts of the past. Her men have not 
yet obtained that confidence in them- 
selves which is absolutely necessary to 
success in athletic achievement. 

Under the careful guidance of Heisman, 
‘however, they are rapidly achieving the 
mastery of self and a confidence in them- 
selves which will fit them for the vic- 
tories they will shortly win, 

The baseball schedule printed in The 
Constitution shows how hard their task 
will be in the line of baseball. The team 
is scheduled to play twenty-two games 
with the leading colleges of the south. 
In that list ure found Sewanee, Vander- 
bilt, Cumberland, Alabama and Georgia, 
and many others. 

With such a long schedule defeats are 
bound to come at some stage of the 
game. In baseball a team can count it- 
self extremely fortunate to win three- 
fourths of the games played, for this is 
as a general] thing better than the work 
done by the leading team in professional 
ranks. 

Tech hag arranged a trip through’ the 
mountains of Tennessee for the latter 
part of the season, which will test her 
strength to the utmost. On this trip 
She meets Cumberland, Vanderbilt and 
Sewanee, playing six games -on foreign 
g0il against strong colleges. 


There have been many complaints in 
the past from colleges whose teams were 
beaten by those trained by Heisman 
against Heisman methods, and many 
cries of foul play have arisen. Still 
the fact remains that Georgia, Auburn, 
Clemson and Tech were bidders for his 
services this year, and that he is re- 
ceiving thé highest salary ever paid to 
a coach in the south, 

Heisman as he really is and, Heisman 
as reported after some football game In 
antagonistic papers are far different be- 
ings. 

Knowing as he does the feeling ex- 
isting in many other colleges, he has 
discarded plays which he first Invented 
and which are admissible under the let- 
ter of the rules, but which he believes 
are not countenanced by the spirit of 
the game. The trick of concealing a 
football under a sweater was first used 
by him and afterwards discarded as un- 
sportsmanlike, and the fake pass of the 
hall designed to throw the opposing sige 
offside was another_of his inventions. 
These and many other plays were first 
used by his teams an@ afterwards given 
up because he did not wish to give any 
one the slightest right to criticise the 
fairness of hig. playing. 

Many opposing teams havé complained 
that if Heisman played the requniar style 
of football which they Were accustomed 
to, they could easily beat his team, and 
have seemed to regard his style of play- 
ing as unfair because they were unused 
to it. “Still,” said Heisman recently, “is 
brawn of more account in the game of 
football than brain, and has a man no 
right to use his head in playing the 
game? If every team is to play the same 
style of football, the college whose play- 
ers are light and inexperienced will 
have to declare to the football world, 
‘We won't put out a team this year, but 
just wait till next year, and we will 
have eleven big, strong men, and then 
we will play you.’ And go I believe in 
accustoming your style of play to the 
kind of material that you have.’’

Presented to House 


Report Recommends That $28,885,- 
OOO Be Expended in Adding 
New Ships to the Navy. 
Total Amount Asked for 
Navy $96,338,038. 


Washington, February |!.—In the re- 
Port on the naval appropriation bill to 
the house today by Chairman Foss, of the 
naval affairs committee, the gauntlet 
thrown down by Senator Gorman in his 
announced policy of internal tmprove- 
meénts in place of naval construction is 
taken up with vigor. The report says: 


“The committee recommended the con- 
struction of more than the usual num- 
ber of cruisers owing to the fact that 
last year we provided for five large bat- 
tle ships. Thig will give a better pro- 
Portion to our navy. If we judge public 
sentiment, it is In favor of the continuous 
Policy of building up our navy. If we 
stopped now we would left behind 
the leading countries of the world. 

“The American people will not indorse 
the policy of sacrificing the American 
navy for internal improvements nor is 
there any such necessity. Foremost and 
above all must stand considerations of 
national defense, maintenance of our 
foreign policies and protection of Amert- 
Can citizens everywhere. The American 
people are not willing to lessen their in- 
fluence of this hemisphere nor forsake 
their interests on the other.” 


As to New Ships. 

The appropriation for new ships for 
the navy as well as the completion of 
those now under construction’ is dealt 
with in the report as follows: 

“To complete all the ships authorized 
up to the present time, including their 
construction and machinery, armor. ar- 
mament and equipment will cost $82,718,- 
659, which may be divided as follows: 

“Construction and maghinery $46,532.- 
450; armor and armament $35,786,209: 
equipment $400,000. 

“Of this sum we appropriate in this 
bill $19,826,860 for construction and ma- 
Chinery and $12,000,000 for armor and 
armament, making a total of $31,826,860, 
Which.leaves a balance of $50,891,699 ts 
be appropriated hereafter. 

“The ships authorized are: 

“One first-class battle ship of 16,000 
tons, cost $7,775,000; two first-class ar- 
mored cruisers of 14,500 tons, cost each 
$6,505,000. 

‘Three scout crulsers of not more than 
3,750 tons, cost each $2,200,000. 

“Two colliergs to be capable of accom- 
panying the battle fleet to carry 5,v00 
tons of cargo aoal; total cost of each to 
be $2,500,000. 


Total Cost $28,885,000. 

“The total cost of the above programme 
will be $28,885,000. It is left within ci: 
discretion of the secretary of the navy 
to build any or all of these ships in gov- 
ernment navy yards in case it shall ap- 
pear that the shipbuilding concerns have 
entered into any combination or under- 
Btanding to deprive the government of 
fair and unrestricted competition in let- 
ting contracts for the construction of any 
of these vessels.” 

It is stated that the greatest naval 
problem of the day 1s the training of men 
for the navy. 
is provided for and a training station on 
the Great lakes recommended. The re- 
port gives in detail, illustrated with col- 
ored plates, the strength of the various 
navies of the world. The total amount

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., February 1!1!.—(Special.)— 
Money sharks and justice courts figured 
prominenfly in the presentments of the 
Bibb county grand jury read before Judge 
Felton this afternoon. 

While fhe affairs and books of the 
county officials -were found to be in 2 
satisfactory condition, this was far from 
being the case with the books of the jus- 
tices of the peace. The grand @ury de- 
clareq that few of these justices had 
their books kept properly and this was 
especially the case with the criminal 
dockets. The recommendation was made 
that all succeeding grand juries investi- 
gate these offices fully. 

Solons Asked To Curb Sharks. 

The money lenders, whieh are flourish- 
ing in Macon, were investigated by the 
jury and were condemned in unmeasured 
terms. The fact was recited that these 
people charged the poor and ignorant 
people of the city and county anywhere 
from 600 to !,000 per cent interest. The 
jury declared that not satisfied with the 
trade which came to them, agents were 
sent out to search for victims. They re- 
commend that the representatives in the 
legislature be urged to remedy the evil. 
It was declared that if this was done 
legitimate business would become much 
safer. 

The citizens were asked to liberally sup- 
port the military, but it was the opinion 
of the grand jury that some arrange- 
ment should be made to overcome the ex- 
emption of the members from jury duty. 
The fact was recited that in this man- 
ner many of the best citizens of the 
county could not be secured for jury ser- 
vice. 

With the exception of points where the 
railraoccg .foss the county roads, these 
thoroughfares were found to be in a con- 
dition which was as good as could be well 
expected at this time of the year. It was 
recommended that steps be taken to have 
railroads arrange to abolish the objec- 
tionable places. The bridges were not 
found to be in a satisfattory conditign. 
It was recommended that the public 


school System of Bisb county was not ex- | 


celled if equaled by any, Other county in 
the state. 

The attention of the jury had been es- 
pecially attracted to the manual training 
department and it was recommended that 
shops fully equipped for the work be 
erected in every high school in the coun- 
ty. Superintendent Pound was praised 
by the jury and declared to be a most 
efficient official. 

Roff Home in Grand Shape. 

The conditio® of the Ro ffhome was 
found to be excellent and it was declared 
that under the management of the su- 
perintendent the home had flourished. 
It was recommended that this property 
be sold and the proceeds go towards 
purchasing a farm further from the city. 
It was declared that the hospitality of 
the institution was being abused and it 
was thought if the place was moved to 
a point in the country many of the oc- 
cupants would leave the institution. 

In conclysion the jury announced its 
pleasure at the enforcement of the game 
laws and expressed their thanks to So- 
licitor Brunson for his promptness in 
presenting evidence to the jury and for 
his courtesy.

mer of 1905. It t understood that this 
has been practically agreed upon so far 
as many members of the legislature are 
concerned, and that the general bills to 
be passed this summer will be for one 
year only.

Senator Cullom Confers with the 
Deniecratic Senators and an 
Agreement Is Reached 
+ Whereby Contést Will 

' Be Brought to End. 


Washington, February 1!.—The senate 

will vote on the Panama canal treaty on 
some day between February 15 and 23. 
An agreement was reached in executive 
SeSsion today to take action on Monday 
next to decide upon a time for voting 
On the treaty and it was determined that 
Buch date should be on or before Feb- 
fuary 23. 
- The senate was in executive session for 
more than four hours and after the 
Sgreement to vote on the treaty had been 
reached nearly the entire time was de- 
voted to general discussion of the’ en- 
croachniénts of the senate and the presi- 
dent on each other's pregoratives under 
the constitution. 

Senator Teller opened the debate on this 
subject. In a speech lasting more than 
two hours and filled with incidents where 
,the senate has interfered with the’ presi- 
dent in regard to making federal appoint- 
ments he aroused a number of the re- 
publican leaders to the defense of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Some of the republicans 
‘@greed with Senator Teller that there 
have been many encrbachments by the 
white house upon the rights of the senate. 

The political phases of the debate were 
finally eliminated, with the result that 
several administrations were discussed 
@nd brought under the ban of disap- 
proval. The first was the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, in which it was said that the 
President used yndue influence for the 
repeal of the purchgsing clause of the 
Sherman act. President McKinley’s in- 
fluence upon republican members of the 
senate for the ratification of the Paris 
treaty and President Roosevelt's pressure 
in bringing about the ratification of the 
Cuban treaty, end also the influence he 
hag brought to bear looking to the ratifi« 
cation of the Panama canal treaty, were 
cited as Instances in which the senate has 
mot been left free to deal with these 
topics e@ccording to individual jJudgmenx. 
The criticism was not alone of the ad- 
ministration, several senators. including 
Spooner, Allison, Teller, Dubois, Gallin- 
ger and Platt, of Connecticut, agreeing 
that the senate had often insisted upon 
the appointment of certain men for ex: 
ecutive positions against the wish of the 
presidents mentioned.

Department of Agriculture Shows 
_ Work That Has Been Done. 

Washington, February 11.—The depart- 
ment of agriculture has issued a c4r- 
cular detailing the work which already 
has begun in Texas under the emergency 
appropriation made by congress to fight 
the ravages of the cétton bo)! weevil. 
The work will be carried on under Chief 
Entomologist Howard, of the department, 
by W. D. Hunter, special agent in charg» 
with several assistants with headquarters 
at Victoria, Tex. There will be thirteen 
experimental farms of 100 acres each in 
different parts of the state. The searcn 
for parasites will continue in central and 
South America and the West Indies. A 
number of stations will be established to 
demonstrate the value of diversification 
of crops, the results to indicate to plant- 
ers what crops can be gruwn with profit 
in place of cotton. In cooperation Wita 
the federal government, Professor San- 
derson, the entomoiogist of the Texus 
state agricultura) experiment station, will 
investigate regarding other jns- 
affect the cotton plant and experimenial 
ang demonstration work wil! be carrie] 
on in different parts of the cotton belt 
against root rot and rust and other cot- 
ton plant diseases.

PRINCESS PLIZABETH. 
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Viennag February t!.—Princess Eliza- 
beth, of Windsch-Graetz, granddaughter 
of Emperor Francis Joseph, who wag re- 
ported on December 6*tp have shot an 
actress, but which report was officially 
denied, is now rumored to have commit- 
ted suicide in the castle at Prague. 

The dispatch asserts that she wag soon 
to become a mother and had suffered 
frequently from attacks of temporary 
mental aberratfon, There is so far ab- 
solutely no confirmation of these rumors. 


Her Father’s Mysteriou Death. 

Princess Elizabeth was the daughter of 
the late Prince Rudolph, of Austria, son 
and heir of the Emperor Franz Josef, 
and Princess Stephanie, daughter of 
Leopold of eBlgium. Her parents’ mar- 
Tlage was an engagement of coOnven- 
lence and their affairs, always stormy, 
came to a climax on January 31, 1889, in 
a mysterious manner, the whole truth 
about which will probably never be told, 
All that is definitely known is that in 
the early hours of the morning, at his 
shooting lodge in Meyerling, near Vienna, 
Rudolf was found dead in his bed, His 
skull was broken elther by some blunt 
instrument or by a pistol ball, and in the 
same building—if not actually in the same 
room—wase found the Baroness VetsScera. 
But whether it was a case of murder and 
suicide, or murder committed by an out- 
raged relative of the young woman, has 
never been thoroughly clear. 

For a proper time the widow mourned 
Prince Rudolf’s death, but at last she 
fell in love.with Count Lonyay. A ter- 
rible storm was the result. Her father in 
law was against her, her father would 
not hear of it. But Stephanie inherited 
the gelf-willed disposition of the latter, 
and at the cost of her royal] rank and of 
Leopold’s anger, had her way, with the 
result that, domestically, she found that 
she had only gone from pillar to post 
and that so far as her own family was 
concerned, the king of the Belgians would 
not even allow his daughter to weep be- 
side the bier of her dead mother.

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TRADING LIFELESS 
MARKET SLUGGISH 


News Practically . Ignored Whether 
Favorable or Unfavorable. 


TODAY IS A LEGAL HOLIDAY 


Which Was Partly Cause of Stagna- 
tion—Three or Four Stocks Only 
of ritst =mportance Moved 
as Much as a 
Point.

New York, February !1!.—Only three 
or four stocks of the first importance 
got as much as a point away from last 
night*s tevel at any time today. This 
serves to illustrate the Iifelessness of 
the trading and the sluggishness of the 
stock market. The tmminence of a hol- 
iday was in part the cause of this stag- 
nation. The smallness of the speculative 
position now open was thus clearly in- 
dicated, the approach of a holiday usu- 
ally prompting speculators to close up 
their accounts. This would be especially 
true with the extra uncertainties of a 
time of war. The uncertain wavering 
of the market during the week has dis- 
covragead speculative ventures entirely, 
and news cf the day was practically ig- 
whether of a favorable or an un- 
favorable character. The market again 
offered sturdy resistance to the depress- 
ing influence of the war situation abroad, 
making an effective r: ally from the open- 
feolines, but there was no disposi- 
to follow the advance. While the 
imess of effective support to .ppear 
any attack upon values leaves 
no opportunity open for profitable oper- 
ations on the short side, there is an In- 
clination to sil stocks on advances which 
makes the long side equally unattractive. 
The stock market feeling toward rail- 
road borrowing was experienced today in 
the persistent selling of New York Cen- 
tra] owing to the prevalent rumors that 
the company was :ssuing notes for means 
to continue its betterment projects. The 
denials of the truth of these rumors did 
not help the stock much owing to the 
recent experience with the Pennsylvania 
borrowings, Which were adopted before- 
and. 
The admission that orders for some 
53,000 tons of steel rails had been placed 
un behalf of the Harrimen lines was ac- 
cepted as a favorable factor, the more 
so as it will be the schedule price paid. 
But the stocks affected responded but 
slightly to the news. The rise in Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit was regarded as a 
continuaation of the recent speculation 
campuign in that stock, and @vas of lit- 
tle effect on the general market, The 
firmness of Amalgamated Copper, which 
was lifted over a point in the late deal- 
ings, was nominally due to trade condi- 
tions, and it is argued that the outbreak 
of war will eut off the Japanese product 
from the market, thus appreciably af- 
fecting supplies. Money was easy, and 
time money rates yielded slightly. Call 
money also maintained its notable ease. 
A canvass of the banks shows that the 
movement of currency js still in favor of 
New York in spite of the expectation 
that the turn in the tide was at hand. 
The market closed fairly steady near 
the top, but trading was rather stag- 
nant.
